NEW CERTIFICATE 
MEASURE DOWNED 

Prof. J. Howard Payne, of Rich- 
mond, Makes Successful Ap- 
peal For Teachers 

At the meeting of the fourth-class 
city superintendents at Frankfort on 
Saturday, Superintendent J. Howard 
Payne, of our cHy, received important 
recognition. The meeting was for the 
purpose of arriving at a uniform ba- 
sis of certifuation of teachers in 
cities of the fourth class. Mr. Payne 
is one of the Ave superintendents ap- 
pointed to compose the hoard of ex- 
aminers for teachers of these cities. 
An organization of superintendents 
in cities of the fourth class was ef- 
fected, of which Mr. Payne was elect- 
ed secretary. 

It was the sentiment of the body 
that all teachers in fourth-class cities 
confonn to the new plan of uniform- 
ity in certification by taking an ex- 
amination in Auyust or September 
regardless of whether they hold cer- 
tificates issued by city boards of cflu- 
cation or not. Mr. Payne made a 
plea for the teacher who has been 
regularly certificated by a city board 
by pointing out that such a regula- 
tion would be ati expo post facto law. 
He contended that the whole purpose 
uX unifoinnity is to rcmetly conditions 
where teivehers are, teaching without 
any certificate's at all and not subject 
properly certificted teachers to a sml- 
den Examination. The superintendents 
recognized this- point and agree<l to 
give two more -years of life to the 
old city certificates, by which time 
everybody will be expected to con- 
form to the new regulations. These 
ref^lations are, of course, subject to 
the approval of boards of
